Chile’s Bluff Gime Ended at 
Washington, .. 


The President Preparing to Present 
the Case to Congress. 


Gen. Schofield Arranging to Send 
10,000 Regulars Against Chile. 


Report That the President Will Call for 
20,000 Volunteers—Naval Reserves 
Drilling on the Craiser San ; 
Francisco. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasHINeTon, Dec. 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is stated semi-officially 
that the patience of the administration 
is nearly exhausted, as developments in 
the Chilean situation seem to indicate a 
determination on the part of Chile to 
defy theUnited States. To submit to 
such a course will inevitably subject the 
President and his advisers to the charge 
at home of trifling and will encourage 
more serious manifestations of disre- 


spect abroad. The American view of | 


the case the Secretary is now at work 
on. When it is finished the President 


| will make it a part of a special message 


to Congress. which besides this will pre- 
sent such a sase against Chile that Con- 
gress can take but one view of it. The 
letters and telegrams upon which the 
United States cases its case will be 
published. The President will hold 
that respect due the United States war- 
rants verv prompt and decided action. 

There is no doubt among foreign le- 
gations here whose opinions are of any 
consequence, that the United States 
must hold Chile responsible for the vio- 
lence of its mob or failureto perform its 
duty under international stipulations. 
This is known to be the view of the En- 
glish, French, German, Spanish and 
Russian representatives, and this senti- 
ment has greatly strengthened the 
President in the course he intends tak- 
ing. 

The Navy Department is informed 
that the Chicago, Atlanta and Benning- 
ton arrived at Barbadoes yesterday on 
their way to Montevido.e 

Cuicaco, Dec. 24.—A Washington 
special says: ‘‘There are some facts 
that point strongly to the probability 
of war. The War Department is for- 
warding recruits in squads of forty or 
fifty as rapid) as_possible to fill the 
complement o giments in the far 
West. and on ‘the “Pacific Coast.. Gen. 
Schofield says that 10.000 men are 
available to send out of the country, 
but that no more could be spared from 
the regular army. Gun-cariages are 
being shipped to San Francisco in sec- 
tions, and the guns will follow at an 
early date. Gen. Schofield has been 
summoned twice before the Cabinet, 
and has givenit as his opinion that if 
10,000 men are sent out of the country 
it will be quite possible to fill their 
places in the regular army at home by 
temporary enlistments from the militia, 
a certain quota of men equipped for ac- 
tual service at army posts to be called 
for from each State. In case 10,000 
men transported to Chile should not be 
enough, it is reported that the Presi- 
dent may call for 20,000 volunteets 
for a year.”’ 


THE SAN FRANCISCO. 


She Will Start Saturday—Drilling the Na- 
val Reservé, 

San Francisco, Dec. 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The flagship San Fran- 
cisco will sail at noon on Saturday next 
unless contradictory orders are re- 
ceived. As her orders are secret her 
destination isa matter of conjecture, 
but there is little doubt that she is 
bound for Chile. It is expected that 
the supplies and mail for the cruiser 
Charleston will be transferred to that 
vessel, probably at Acapulco. 

The fires in two furnaces of the San 
Francisco are banked, while the steam 
gauge records seventy pounds of steam. 
The cruiser is ready to go to sea at a 
moment's notice. All hands are kept 
closely on board and the few officers 
who come on shore are limited to an 
hour or so. 

About 250 officers and men of the 
Naval Reserve under command of Fred- 


erick B. Chandler visited the San Fran-, 


cisco today and spent the day in work: 
ing the ship and drilling with the guns. 
Regular naval officers of the ship acted 
as instructcrs, and were much. pleased 
with the proficiency and zeal! exhibited 
by the reserves. Arrangements will be 
made for the reserves to drill on every 
cruiser that may come here, and it is 
expected that the ship Hartford will be 
detaled and fitted up for the use of the 
reserves and as a recruiting ship for ‘the 
navy.

FATAL FOG. 


A Gloomy Day of Darkness All Over 
England. 


Business Suspended in London—Many Per- 
sons Walk Off the Docks and are 
Drowned — Fatal Railway 
Wreck—Other Mishaps. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonvon, Dec. 24.—[{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The fog that settled. 
down over 7 city on Tuesday last still 
hangs over it, and everywhere itis as 
black as night. Business is interrupted 
and the money loss serious. as people 
will not venture out, even to make 
Christmas purchases. It is impossible 
to see more than a few inchesin any di- 
rection. River traffic is greatly hin- 
dered. Fogis notonly prevalent but it 
extends ovef a wide section of the coun- 
try. It is, Without exception. the worst 
visifation that has come to England for 
vears. Feats ate entertained that if 
thick weatherprevails off the coast it 
will. be many disasters to 
‘shipping; pertéentarly vessels bound 
up and down the channel. 

The weather isso bad that but few 
people venture into the streets unless 
they are absolutely compelled to. The 
saddest feature of the situation is the 
great loss of life cauSed by people los- 
ing their way and falling into rivers, 
canals and ponds. Already seven bod- 
ies of unfortunates who had fallen into 
the river and been drowned have been 
recovered. Four other men and girls 
are reported missing, and there is 
scarcely any doubt that they perished 
as the others did. 

It is impossible for trains to run on 
their schedule time. Many trains from 
suburban points did not reach London 
until two hours after their regular 
time. Business in the city is generally 
suffering because of the phenomenal 
density of the fog, and in some cases it 
is entirely suspended. 

A dispatch from Leeds states that 
three men while walking beside the 

canal lost their wavyin the fog and fell 
into the water and were ‘drowned. 
Several persons were killed on the 
railway. 

Advices from points in the eastern 
part of Englandshow that fog was prev- 
alent along the whole length of the 
eastern coast. Onthe River Tyne the 
shipping industry is almost at a stand- 
still, it being deemed too dangerous to 
send vessels ; away from the wharves. 
Trains on the trunk lines in the northof 
England are greatly delayed. The at- 
mosphere is so thick that the usual sig- 
nals can hardly be seen, and engineers 
are compelled to use the greatest care 
to avoid collisions. The Scotch ex- 
press came in today five hours ‘ate. 

Walking about docks is ‘extremely 
dangerous, even to those thoroughly ac- 
quainted with all the nooks and cran- 
nies. Three dock constables have lost 
their lives during the fog. These men 
lost their sense of locality, became be- 
wildered, walked into the river and 
were drowned. Steamers engaged in 
the channel service are making trips, 
but are greatly retarded. 

A number of skating accidents are re- 
ported. The fog causes the ice to be- 
come rotten very rapidly, and the re- 

sult has been that many skaters have 
broken through and been drowned. 
The fog is a been tothe gas companies. 
Everybody who uses gas has been com- 


-melled to burn it all day, and an enor- 


mous quantity has been and still is be- 
ing consumed. The gas supply at the 
general postofiice failed today, and for 
some time London’s mail service was in 
a state of great confusion. Hasty req- 
uisitions were made for lamps and can- 
dles. 

Two passenger trains came into col- 
lision at Barnaby Junction today and 
were badly damaged. One of the 
engine drivers, a guard and one passen- 


ger were killed and many other persons 


were injured. The engine and tender 
of one train telescoped a carriage in 
the rear of the othertrain. The killed 
are a fireman named Read,.a guard 
named Lake and a passenger named 
Mallett.

The Filibustering Movement 
Serious, 


The Outlaw Sends 900 Men Across the 
Rio Grande into Mexico. 


They Encounter a Mexican Force and 
a Battle Follows, 


More United States Troops Sent to the 
Scene of Trouble—The Governor 
of Texas Calls Out the 
Rangers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Orveans, Dec. 24.—|[ By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Times-Democrat’s 
San Antonio (Tex.) special says: ‘‘No 
further encounters have occurred be- 
tween Garza‘s forces and United States 
troops since Tuesday. Capt. Bourke 
wiifes to Gen. Stanley that he has from 
reliable sources .accounts of the move- 
ment, of Garza since the latter began 
his revolutionary work. After Garza 
had the engagement with the Mexican 
troops near Guerrero, three months ago, 
his band scattered, Garza taking refuge 
in the mountains of Lampazos. Hethen 
proceeded incognito to the City of Mex- 
ico, where he spent a month working up 
interest and support in his movement. 
It is believed that he secured a large 
amount of money from revolutionary 
sympathizers, and with this he returned 
to Texas. During his stay at Encita, 
Tex., he laid in a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition, which were pur- 
chased secretly in this city. After ter 
days this main body of. revolutionists, 
which numbered between 500 aud 600, 
divided into three detcahments, one of 
them crossing the Rio Grande at a point 
about 40 miles below Eagle Pass, an- 
other going almost south and the other 
goingtoward Mier. It was the latter 
detachment that Capt. Bourke fought 
with. 


FIGHTING IN MEXICO. 


Gen. Garcia Claims to Have Routed Garza's 
Forces. 

Larepo (Tex.,) Dec. 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Reports are received 
from Carrizo, where Capt.. Hardy’s 
troop of United States cavalry has been 
stationed, to the effect that thére is no 
doubt that Garza crossed 900 men into 
Mexico at points between that city and 
Brownsville. It is also stated that Gar- 
za’s men met Mexican troops at” Las 
Torilase seventy miles from the border, 
and defeated the latter. There were 
about forty men killed on both sides. 
This doubtless is authentic, as it comes 
from an officer on the ground. 

News via Nuevo Laredo is just re- 
ceived here that Capt. Hardie’s troop 
of United States cavalry and a number 
of officers dnd rangers from this city 
who were at Carriso, Zapata county, 

.some sixty miles below here, left that 
place for points down the river toward 
Rio Grande City, where another band of. 
Garza’s men are reported to be getting 
ready tocross into Mexico. It is re- 
ported that the revolutionists are about 
150 in number and if the United States

ensue. 

St. Lovis, Dec. 24.—The Post-Dis- 
patch’s special from Brownsville, Tex., 
says: ‘‘A telegram was received by the 
commander at Fort Brown this morn- 
ing from Gen. Garcia, commanding the 
stating that the follow- 
ers of Garza, the insurgent leader, are 
retreating towards the Rio Grande and

Brown. Troops immediately left to 
cover the ground indicated.’’ 

The Republic’s special from San An- 
tonio, Tex., saysthat the Mexican con- 
sul received a telegram today from Gen.

Texas Rangers Called Out.

Gen. Stanley, 
commanding the troops in this State, 
asking codperation on account of Gar- 
za’s invasion of Mexico and the killing 
of Corporal Edston by Garza’s band on 
Texas soil, Gov. Hogg has ordered all 
Texas Rangers available to march at 
once to the scene of action.

Wasuineton, Dec. 24.—Gen. Stanley 
has forwarded to the War Department 
a telegram from Capt. Bourke, of the 
Third Cavalry, dated at Fort Ringgold, 
Tex., December 22. describing his two 
brushes with Garza, the Mexican revo- 
lutionist.

Stanley also telegraphed under date of 
San Antonio, December 24, that he had 
sent two troops of cavalry from Fort 
Houston by rail*to McIntosh, and 
one troop thence to Ringgold. 


ANXIOUS FOR DEATH. 


Walt Whitman Worse—He is Eager for 
the End. 

PuILapELrHia, Dec. 24.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.] Walt Whitman's con- 
dition remained practically unchanged 
until late tonight. when,he took a de- 
cided change for the worse. Shortly 
after 10 o'clock he was seized with a 
chill which lasted nearly an hour and 
left him in a much more enfeebled con- 
diction. 

The physician says his patient’s body 
is covered with perspiration that pre- 
sages death, and,he only has a few hours 
tolive.

ON HIS DEFENSE. 


Dr. Graves Takes the Stand in the Barn. 
aby Murder Trial. 

Dexver (Col.,) Dec. 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] In the Graves trial 
today Niel Dahl, a chemist, was called 
tothe stand. He said that arsenite of 
potassium was commonly used as a 
medicine in the shape of Fowler's solu- 
tion. The formula for compounding 
arsenite of potassium was very simple. 
Witness had made tests to find arsenic 
often. Witness explained a number of 
tests and said that. after mirrors were ob- 
tained in little glass tubes, it was nec- 
essary to test them to prove what they 
were. There were many vegetable 
alkaloids which could not be detected 
in the system after being taken.

Yonkers (N. Y..) Dec. 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.]| shocking aceie 
dent occurred tonight at Hastings, om 
the Hudson River road, between the St. 
Louis express and Niagara Falls special 
trains. The accident was the direct 
outcome of a collision earlier in the 
evening in the tunngl at Sing Sing 
prison between’a freight train and the 
Croton localtrain. The first accident 
blockaded the road with trains on both 
sides of the tunnel. The weather wags 
thick, rendering it difficult to run traing 
with any degree of safety. The loco» 
motive of one of the express trains 
crashed into the rear sleeper of the 
othertrain and several cars, -mostly 
sleepers; were teloscoped. _ 

The rear Wagner car of the Niagara 
express was telescoped. All the in- 
juted were in that car. 

Seven persons in all were killed, as 
follows: A.M. Knight, conductor on 
the Wagner car: A. M.'Baldwin of New 
York, Thomas W. Tolley of Boston, 
and four others not yet identified. 

The injured are T. V. Murphy, D. B. 
Ford, Mrs. F. M. Ford, G. W. Hoyt, 
colored porter; Dr. E. Best, H. BR 
Baldwin, Homer, Miss. Lillian Baldwin, 
all of New York. Two or three of these 
may die. 

There were eighteen passengers in 
the rear coach of the Niagara express. 
Only three of them escaped uninjured, 

An almost criminal delay in sending 
out a wrecking party to clear the track 
after the first collision between the 
Croton localand freight first caused the 
tragedy. In the first collision no one 
was killed, but several passengers were 
badly bruised. For three hours the 
main tracks were filled with débrig¢ 
without any intelligent effort at clear- 
ing them. A brakeman was ordered to 
go back with asignal light. He was 
told to fo at least 1000 feet. 
The man, when he reached that 
distance, considered it too short 
in ‘which to, allow the express 
from the west tostop. He went along 
further some 700 feet up to where the 
switchman’s hut stood. There the 
brakeman and switchman met. It was 
Christmas eve. There was a bottle of 
whisky in the hut and the two men 
went in. They pledged their healths 
and pledged the day and, all unmindful 
of their charges, they lingered over the | 
bottle. It was only a minute or two at 
most, but not more thana mile away 
the train was coming at the speed of 
lightning. The half-finished drink was 
thrown away and the brakeman rushed 
frantically out, but the train seemed 
only a phantom of death. Swiftly it 
passed him. He hallooed, but only the 
sound of the rushing wind answered 
him as the train flew on. Death was 
riding in the cab, and the brakeman and 
his friend; the switchman, sat down 
palsied at the inevitable disaster, to 
which their carelessness had so largely 
contributed.

A Case Where the Defendant Tried to 
Instruct the Judge. 

The Ward-Compton Land Case in the 
~ Hands of the Jury. 


Another of the Counterfeiting Gang Com- 
mitted to Jail—Another Session on 
the Cohn Contest—General 
Court Notes. 


b> Tn Department Three yesterday morn- 


ing Judge Wade tried the case of the 
Kerckhoff-Cuzner Milling and Lumber 
Company against Alfred Moore, a suit 
on a promissory note, and rendered 
judgment for plaintiff. 

It was ascertained from the pleadings 
in the case that in 1889 Moore gave 
the plaintiffs a Rapid Transit Railway 
Company’s bond inthe sum of 81000, 
as security forthe amount of his. in- 
debtedness to them for lumber and 
other building materials. At the same 
time an agreement was drawn up in the 
form of a receipt for this bond on the 
part of the firm, which wa#to the effect 
that the bond was accepted as security 
for a debt and also for further advances 
which might be made. The amount was 
not specitied, but it was agreed that 
when it was determined Moore should 
ere his note for it. and that the bond 

ould still be retainéd as security. 
Upon this understanding Moore ob- 
tained $669 worth of lumber and other 
material, but when pressed to comply 
with the agreement and give his note 
{for the amount due he failed to do so 
on various pretexts. and to protect 
itself the firm brought suit to. compel 
him to fulfillthe terms of his agreement. 
or be foreclosed of his interest in the 
filed as security. 

During the trial of the case Moore 
was called upon to produce the origina! 
of the agreement referred to above. but 
was unable to do so, whereupon counsel 
for plaintiff offered a leetter-press copy 
of the instrument in evidence, but de- 
fendant declared that it did not em- 
body the agreement he had with the 
firm. He was proceeding to narrate 
what that agreement was, but was in- 
terrupted by an objection on the part 
of counsel. who raised the point that 
there could be no evidence introduced 
tending to differ from the terms ofa 
written contract. 

Judge Wade proceeded to discuss che 
point when Moore, interr upting the 
Court, said: 

“{t was not a contract; 
celpt, Judge.”’ 

“Now, lL don't want you to assist me 
in any way whatever. You just held 
your peace,’’ returned Judge Wade with 
emphasis. ‘When I -am uncertain 
about the testimony I shall refer to the 
reporter.’’ 

The witness looked hurt, but before 
the Court had reached its decision of 
the question, Moore again ‘‘chipped in.” 
This time Jedge Wade sat down upon 
the witness very hard, and Moore as- 
sumed a weary air for the time being. 

He finally succeeded in stating that 
when he closed the agreement and de- 
livered the bond to the lumber firm they 
handed him a paper upon which he sup- 
posed was written the agreement had 
with them: and relying upon their. in- 
tegrity to write correctly he thrust the 
affairin his pocketbook and took it 
home, since whichtime it had _ disap- 
peared. He didn’t know what it con- 
tained, though he might have read it 
since, as he saw it two months. ago, but 
he knew that the alleged letter-press 
copy did not present the agreement. 

A lengthy and technical discussion on 
points on law followed between judge 
andcounsel. An amendment of answer 
was then asked for and denied, and 
after about twenty rulings had been 
made against Mr. Moore and all .excep- 
tions duly noted the case was submitted 
and judgment rendered for the plain- 
tiff. 

THE WARD-COMPTON SUIT. 

In Department Four yesterday the 
trial of the case of B. P. Ward et al. vs. 
C. G. Compton et al., a suit ariving out 
of an alleged fraudulent land deal, was 
resumed before Judge Smith, sitting for 
Judge Van Dyke, and a jury, occupying 
their undivided attention all day. 

Plaintiffs rested their case shortly 
after reconvening for the afternoon 
session, and the defense introduced evi- 
dence to show that the plaintiffs made 
the trade with theireyes open, and that 
they had every opportunity to judge for 
themselves asto the land, but did not 
do so, because they wanted to get rid of 
the house and lot and go back East. 
their idea being that they could sell the 
land more easily than the property that 
they sought to exchange for it. 

The matter was finally submitted to 
the jury at4:15 o’clock-

THE HOTEL MAN. 


Not Only a Counterfeiter. Bat an Expert 
Confidence Man as Well, 

Ricardo Gonzales, one of the three 
recently arrested in 
Kern county by the United States offi- 
cers from Los Angeles, played a smooth 
confidence game upon M. Pauncellette, 
the proprietor of the hotel at Delano, on 
Wednesday evening. According to the 
story of a man just from Delano, Gon- 
zales is an ‘‘operator’’ of a high order in 
his peculiar way, and is capable of tak- 
ing care of himself in almost any €om- 
pany. He had been boarding at Paun- 
cellette’s hotel for several days.prior 
to the arrest of his confederate, Gua- 
dello, but left suddenly without ex- 
changing the customary civilities with 
his host, and, after his arrest, he ez- 
pressed a desire to be allowed. to call 
and settle his score at the Delano 
House. Accordingly, the deputy c¢on- 
stable, in whose custody he had Been 
temporarily placed, accompanied him 
to the hotel. Taking Pauncelette aside 
confidentially Gonzales, who is a Te 

markably gentlemanly and well-edas 
cated man, informed his host that io 
was compelled to leave town hurrtedl 
but that he was very anxious to set 
up his accounts, as he did not wish to 
leave any unpaid bills behind him. He 
was, however, a little short of ready 
money, and much as he regretted to do 
it, the only means ieft at his command 
with which to settle was to leave a gold 
watch, which he had fecently purchased 
for $105 and was intended as a Christ- 
mas gift for his wife, with the hotel 
man. Pauncellette examined the watch 
and was very much impressed with it, 
so much so, indeed. that when Gonzales 
proposed to give him the timepiece and 
a bill of sale therefor in exchange fora 
receipted bill and $35 in cash, the hotel 
man thought he had the best of the bar- 
gain. After haggling a little, so as nog 
to appear too eager, Pauncellette beat 
his quondam guest down to $25 ih cash 
and the deal was consummated. I[t has 
since been learned, much to Pauncel- 
lette’s disgust and sorrow, that Gonzales 


purchased the watch at a second-hand 


store in this city for $12.50.

Underthe ordinary method the Sebietion 
of a grand jurv to continue the work the 
present grand jury has been compelled to 
ay down would be impossible. Even if the 
drawing is fair it would be an odd chance 
that would send up thirteen reliable men 
outof nineteen. There is toomuch reason 
to believe thatmore than one-half of our 
Superior judges owe their elevation to boss 
influence. They were nominated and elect- 
ed to stand between the bosses and the law. 
Itisnot reasonable therefore to assume 
that these men who owe their official exist- 
ence to the bosses should select names for 
the grand jury box which would make war 
upon the bosses. If five judgesshould select 
sixty ynexceptional names from which nine. 
teen grand jurors could be drawn, and if 
seven ujdgesshould select geighty-four in 
more or Jess active sympathy with the boss 
element, there would be small chance to get 
nineteen good fearless jurors from the box. 
The decision é6f the Supreme Court against 
the grand jury is apparently fatal for the 
punishment of boodlérs in the usual man- 


The next appeal must be to the peo- 
ple at the polls. Until this rascality is 
put in the way of punishment there 
should be neither Democratic nor Re- 
publican issues in local politics, but the 
honest people of both parties should 
rally under the watchword, ‘‘Turn the 
rascals ont!’ Let those who are with 
the boodlers and for them be made to 
show their colors and let the lines be 
formed against them. In this way, and 
in no other, can.they be d:ivento de- 
feat. The grand jury has clearly stated 
f that boodle has shown itself strictly 
non- partisan; it has used the dishonest 
representatives of both parties alike 
and@ cares not a-whit for the principles 
of either side. The '.anti-boodle cam- 
paign should take its cue from this and 
be non-partisan also, There never be- 
fore has been’so loud a call for the hon- 
est people of the State to drop party is- 
sues in local affairs ‘and stand shoulder 
to shoulder for honest government. 

In the remarks which Judge Wallaee 
made when the teport of the grand 
jury was filed he presents his position 
in a clearer light than it had been pre- 
viously given. The reason why he ap- 
pointed an elisor to summon a part of 
the jury was because he had informa- 
‘tion that the Sheriff and Coroner were 
j both likely to be arraigned before that 
body for misdeeds, and he therefore 
considered them disqualified. We do 
not know that this mental process on 
his part, however, might be construed 
into a legal disqualification of the two 
officers in question. The grounds for 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
would probably remain the same. But 
if the same official declaration of the 
disqualification of the Sheriff and Coro- 
ner had been made and entered we 
think it iikely that the grand jury 
might have been sustained. 

We have faith, as heretofore ex- 
pressed, that the cause of justice and 
honest government, though apparefitly 
crushed to earth, will rise again. We 
like the spirit ‘of earnestness and non- 
partisanship which is now manifested 
in San Francisco. “At least three of the 
newspapers there—one Democratic and 
two Republican—have | espoused the 
anti-boodle cause W&h great energy;

STREET-CAR POINTERS. 

To begin with you should remember 
always that the company’s very exist- 
ence depends upon your patronage 
alone; that the road was built for your 
especial benefit, and that the only duty 
incumbent upon the corporation is to 
provide a service for your especial com- 
fort and convenience. 

When you have fully decided to take 


passage on a street-car wait until the 
one desired has passed some 200 yards 


the street, whistle and wave your cane 

until you succeed in attracting the con- 

ductor’s attention, even if he proceeds 

four blocks before yondoso. After the 
car stops you should regain your nor- 
mal composure as soon as possible, 

walk leisurely up and address 
the conductor in an indignant manner 
for not knowing’ you were in town. 

Should you be so hasty as to approach 
the track just as the car arrives do not 
signal the gripman or motorneer to 
slow up. but take it for granted that he 
can divine your wishes by reading your 
mind. Thechances are that he will 
not have much to read and will be equal 
tothe emergency. If not it is your 
duty to request his discharge on grounds 
ofincompetency.. 

Should there be seyeral vacant seats 
in the inclosed section insist on stand- 
ing outside unless smoking, when you 
will pass immediately inside and await 
instructions from the conductor. Upon 
invitation to finish vour cigar with him. 
on the platform satisfy yourself before 
accepting that he is sincere in his re- 
quest by waititg until he reads the 
riot act to you. . 

In paying your fare offer the nickel-., 
chaser the largest piece of money -you 


have, because he delights in mak- 
ing change*to show dexter- 
ity, and then you will impress 


upon his mind also, that you are 
nota 5-cent hairpin. Should you be 
so freighted with dignity and influence 
as to be honored with a pass, never show 
it to the conductor ‘twice, for he will 
consider it a reproach to his memory. 
If, perchance, however, he should fail 
to recognize your benign countenance, 
and request a glimpse at one corner of 
your license to pose as a dead-head, 
you should assume at once an indignant, 
injured-innocence air and ask him if he 
thinks you area liar. If he is a model 
conductor he will blush, beg your par- 
don, omits two or three fares in his con- 
fusion, and retires to his position in 
disgrace; while you will have con- 
vinced your fellow-passengers that it.is 
anything but pleasant to be a great 
man, compelled .through courtesy to 
ride on a pass, and that you would 
gladly put up a nickel if you could only 
do so and wear the same sized hat. 

As you approach your destination 
step to the platform, tell the conductor 
not to stop the car, that you are an old 
_Tailroad man, etc., then swing gmmace- 
fully out and show him how it is done. 
In doing so if you suddenly discover 
that you are somewhat out of practice, 
and asaresult you are thrown broad- 
cast upon the face of the earth. do not 
feel humiliated but arise (if yet living. ) 
dust your clothes in silence, have the 
conductor discharged for not. stopping 
the car and sue the company for dam- 
ages. 

Gentlemen should‘neyer miss an op- 
portunity to spit tobacco juice all over 
By so doing you prove con- 
clusively that you are a free American 
citizen and you know it. Of course 
the conductor is compelled to clean out 
your filth, but never let any considera- 
tion for that individual interfere with 
your, personal comfort and personal 
rights. In fact, if you are not feeling 
well you are at liberty to ‘‘cuss’’ him 
from one end of the road to the other 
all for 5 cents. You need not hesitate 
even to inform him of the false impres- 
sion he is laboring under as to the kind 
of a woman his mother ‘is, for he is 
strictly prohibited from defending his 
manhood. under penalty of losing his 
position. . 

All truly  public-spirited citizens 
should be’ ever watchful of the com- 
pany’s interests, and never fail to im- 
prove all chances to report an employé, 
no matter how trivial the offense or 
what the provocation be for his trans- 
gression. Be careful, however, that 
you do not reveal the fact that you are 
fishing for a pass as a reward for your 
valuable detective work. The man 
whom you report may be some poor 
devil with wife and babies dependent 
each day upon his daily earnings for 
what they eat on the morrow, but no 
matter; crowd him to the wall. You 
can compass his discharge, and if vou 


dened with deep remorse for not having 
dohe your duty in the interests of the 
proverbial ‘‘sufferin® public.’

How He First Introduced Himself in 
Los Angeles, 


A Cheeky Letter Sent on from a Chi- 
cago Hotel. 


The “Railroad Expert's” Baggage Proves 
to be a Delusion—His Entire Assets 
Valued at Less Than Four 


Dollags. 


The tact that Mr. S. F. Van Oss is aj 


very smooth fakir, not to say an un- 
mitigated fraud, is beginning to dawn 
on the intellects of the railroad people 
and others who made his acquaintance 
in Los Angeles, and it is more than 
probable that when this smooth indi- 
vidual calls on his friend, President 
Sydney Dillon of the Union Pacific, and 
other big magnates, for a renewal of his 
‘‘annuals’’ he willnot receive the con- 
sideration he did when he first put in an 
appearance as the representative of the 
London Oracle, and the entire outfit fell 
all over themselves in their haste to 
grant anything that the great man 
might ask for. Of course there is no 
prospect that the fellow will ever be 
punished, besides which it would be ex- 
tremeiy awkward for some of the great 
men that he has made fools of to have 
to publicly admit that they did not have 
sense enough to get out of the rain, 
much less manage the affairs of a great 
corporation. 
HIS FIRST INTRODUCTION. 

The first heard of Van Oss in Los An- 
geles was about the middle of Novem- 
ber, when Mr. Voss, the proprietor of 
Grand Central Hotel, received the fol- 
lowing letter: )

Ifsuch is the case, please 
open the letter and cash draft, or whatever 
itis, and forward to me up to the 20th 
inst, to this hotel by a telegraphic money 
order. You are herewith authorized to 
open registered letters and receipt for 
them, or for drafts, in my name, and for 
such purpose as stated above. Yours faith- 
fuliy, S. F. VAN Oss. 

Mr. Voss was highly complimented at 
the confidence reposed in him by a man 
that he had never heard of, but he did 
not let his conceit get away with his 
judgment, and when the mail began to 
arrive it was merely put aside to be 
called for. Among other packages that 
came was one by express, on which 
there was 65 cents charges, and this 
the hotel man paid, and the package 
was laid aside with Van Oss’ mail. 
About the ist of December Van. Oss 
himself put in an appearance. The fel- 
low was very objectionable in his man- 
ner, making remarks about the house, 
intimating that he had been misled as 
to its character, that he supposed it 
was a high-toned hotel, and that his 
feelings were hurt because he had been: 


guilty of having his mail sent 
in Mr. Voss’ care. This sort of
